outbursts. Sir James Craig gave this plan 
his “unqualified acceptance’’ and Mr. 
Collins is in “ full agreement.” It ought 
to be a guarantee against the possibility 
of such another dreadful business as the 
shooting at Clones, It is, in any case, a 
guarantee that the two Irish leaders have 
a common desire for peace. 

Lord Birkenhead is encouraged to hope 
for further co-operation between the 
Northern and Southern Governments. 
Indeed, it is the one thing needful in 
these crucial hours of transition and 
Wherever the two Governments 
have co-operated in recent weeks they have 
done good work for Ireland. Sir James 
Craig and Mr. Collins had a fruitful 
conference in London. The two Ministers 
of Labour helped to restore peace in the 
Irish railway world. The failure of Sir 
James Craig and Mr Collins to agree on 
the boundaries question proves, not that 
co-operation is useless, but that more of 
it is required. To-day this question will 
be raised in the House of Commons, and 
we may predict that the British Govern- 
ment will refuse to be pinned to the de- 
mands of either side. Ultimately, the 
problem must be solved by Irishmen in 
Ireland. It will not be solved by maps, 
rulers, or Poor Law statistics; it can be 
solved only by the establishment. of better 
relations between the two States. If Mr. 
Collins and Sir James Craig will make an 
earnest bid for better relations, the mass 
of Irishmen, North and South, will sup- 
port them. They will find that co-operation 
is not merely the right policy, but the 
popular policy; for the prospect of a con- 
tinuance of the system of armed camps 
is hateful to Protestant and Roman 
Catholic, Nationalist and Unionist alike. 


According to the Dail Department of 


Publicity, a very. satisfactory arrangement 


has been made. The principle of the 
Whitley Councils has been adopted, and 
there is every reason to hope that the

The lover of white trout will usually find that 
game fish well up by the end of June; but 
everything depends on the floods. Before going 
to a new locality it is best to find out the 
habits of the white trout, as their arrival in 
the rivers and fakes is much later in some places 
than in others. It.is poor fun to go down to a 
famous white trout fishery and find they have 
not begun to run. And in such a case when one 
waite for a flood it. never comes. The 'same 
must be said of salmon. When one does not 
know the best time for any particular river it 
it wise to obtain reliable information. _ 

Having settled on a district, the question of 
kit. arises. When it rains in fishing lities it 
seems to let itself go far more freely than else 
where. lent waterproofs are essential. In 
our variable clime when bitterly cold daye will 
appear even in June we cannot afford to cut 
down our clothing to the point we might wish. 
There is nothing worse than to be stuck im a 
boat on a cold day, clad in summer garments. 
Warm clothing will, therefore, accompany the 
wise angler. Of course, the waterproof that 
will keep out a West of Ireland downrour has 
yet to discovered. I doubt if a diver’s kit 
would keep it out all day! If one has to walk 
across bogland to lakes or rivers the question of 
foot gear becomes interesting. Personally, I 
prefer to let the water in, and if fishing from 
a boat carry a dry. pair of eocks and a pair of 
light. shoes to wear while fishing. It is a mis- 
take to take goad boots through bog water—it 
will rot them in no time. '

Now we come to rods and tackle. Some 
anglers, even if they are only after trout, like 
to carry all their salmon and coarse fish gear— 
riot a bad plan in the West, when one can vary 
the programme by a day after pike or salmon. 
But we, fishermen, love to take with us a heap 
of stuff that we know perfectly well we shall 
never use. .It is a kind of vanity. Ae regards 
flies, every place has ite local favourites, and it 
is best to. stick to them, though experimenting 
may often turn an otherwise bad day into a 
fairly successful one. If fishing for white or 
brown trout im lakes there is no need to go 
beyond a dozen varieties. In fact with such a 
half-dozen as the March Brown, Fiery Brown, 
Butcher, Golden Olive, Claret, and Blue, and a 
Blue Zulu for the top droprer, I think one 
would do as well as anyone alse anywhere in the 
West. A fiy I found very useful in Conne 
mara was The Frog, a fly seldom seen over 
here. Where salmon are mixed up with trout in 
lakes, trout tackle will kill them as well as, if 
more slowly than, heavier stuff.. In lakes a 
good .deal of experience has taught me that 
salmon prefer very small flies. 

Whatever fish one is after, advice can always 
be had locally as to the best lures. Those who 
have fished far and wide in Ireland can look 
after themselves. Trolling bait is often wanted 
in the West, as if one .is.near one of the big 
lakes it is very hard to avoid having a day or 


two after the huge trout and. pike that frequent 
them.

PRIMITIVE CEREMONIES. 


‘INFLUENCE OF GHOSTS. 


Religious ceremonies and beliefs. of some 
rimitive peoples, with special reference to the 

lief in ghosts, and its effects, formed 
the subject of an address which was delivered 
in the Lecturé Theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society yesterday afternoon, by the Rev, John 
Roscoe. 

It seemed to be a prevalent idea among those 
who had not gone into the subject, eaid the 
lecturer, that the religious beliefs of primitive 


this particular juncture, the Prime 
Minister should think of going, and many 
reasons why he should not.

place, he wants to complete the Irish 
settlement, both for the sake of peace 
between the two countries and also for 
the sake of his own reputation. The fact 
that he happened to be at the head of the 
Government when the great war came to 
an end will probably count for much less 
with the historians—who will know a great 
many facts of which we are ignorant- 
than the final appeasement of the Irish 
uarrel, which, should it happily. come 

ut, will be far more largely his own 
personal work. 

To accomplish it he requires the con- 
tinued help of the Conservative Party, 
and, particularly, of Mr. Chamberlain. 
A year ago, when Mr. Bonar Law suddenly 
retired, ii was freely prophesied that the 
Coalition would speedily come to grief 
through the divergence of its Liberal and 
Unionist wings. But, in fact, the new 
Leader of the House has turned out to be 
as loyal a coadjutor as Mr. Law, and has, 
indeed, shown an initiative—particularly 
as regards the Irish question—which has 
been most helpful to the Prime Minister. 

This steady backing has had its effect 
upon Mr. Lloyd George—a very impres- 
sionable person. In the interval between 
Christmas and the opening of the present 
session there is no doubt that he was 
inclined. fo lean to the Left, in the hope 
of becoming the acknowledged head of a 
re-united Liberal: Party. But the ‘‘ Wee 
Frees,” both in Manchester and London, 
rejected the overtures of his lieutenants, 
and caused him once more to turn to the 
Right. The result is seen in the speech 
on India which he made last night—a 
speech which, by its grave warning t' 
Indian malcontents and its uncompromis- 
ing refusal to admit the possibility oí 
Britain’s abandoning her task in India, 
was undoubtedly much more grateful to 
Conservatives than to Liberals. 


AN APPEAL TO IRELAND. 


The feature of the question hour in the 
House of Commons to-day was the earnest 
appeal made by Mr. Churchill to Southern 
and Northern Ireland to break down the 
growth of suspicion which was doing so 
much harm on the boundaries. His appeal 
was couched in simple and touching terms, 


and was warmly welcomed by the members. 


Mr. Churchill went on to say that he had 
set up two impartial Commissions to 
patrol the boundaries. These Commissions 
were to be compósed of British officers, 
with officers of the forces of Southern and 
Northern Ireland, and would act as liatson 
Commissions and try to prevent any un- 
toward happenings. The appointment had 
been agreed to by the Northern Ireland 
Government, and Mr. Collins had also 
agreed.

HELPING THE TREATY, 


Sir John Butcher, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Colonial Secretary whether 
his attention had been called to a cable message 
alleged to have been sent on Monday last by 
Mr. Michael Collins to Mr, Lyons, of the 
American Association for the Recognition of 
the Irish Republic, in which Mr. Collins was 
reported as saying that the alternative to the 
Treaty, sooner or later, was a reversion to war 
conditions, that he wants the people to de- 
cide, and that if they decide for war none of 
them need doubt where he will stand. He 
asked what steps the Government proposed to 
take in view of this announcement by Mr. 
Collins. 

Mr. Churchill—I have seen the message to 
which reference has been made, but it doeg not, 
in my opinion, call for any comment. 

Sir John Butcher—Will my right hon. friend 
convey to Mr. Collins an intimation that a 
ihreat of war to be waged by Ireland on Great 
Britain is not conducive to good government in 
Southern Ireland, or to good relations between 
Northern and Southern Ireland? 

Mr. Churchill—The very: purpose of the state- 
ment made by Mr. Collins to America was, 1 
assume, to induce and facilitate the acceptance 
of the Treaty. Now, I do not think we want

LIAISON COMMISSIONS. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Sir W. Allen asked the 
Colonial Secretary whether he could make any 
statement regarding the position of affairs in 
Belfast, and the loss of life and the number 
wounded by shooting on the public thorough- 
fares: if he would say whether the military 
aud the R.1.C. were now under the control of 
the British authorities, and, if eo, what steps 
were being taken to deal with the serious state 
of affairs there. : 

Mr. Churchill—I have one or two pieces of 
information. Perhaps I may incorporate them 
in mv answer. In the first place, I have heard 
from Mr. Michael Collins, who is now in this 
country, that he ‘has already been able to ob- 
tain the release of 15 of the kidnapped persons, 
and that he hones more would be liberated 
during the day. I am satisfied that every 
effort of influence and persuasion is being used 
by the Provisional Government to secure the 
release of these versons, and I am assured that 
in the meanwhile they are being kept in safety 
and under decent conditions. 

L have been very much concerned at the 
attitude of mutual suspicion which has been 
crowing up on both sides across the border, 
There is a great apprehension in Northern ie 
land that there mav be some violent incursion, 
and a great suspicion that large numbers of 
the I.R.A. are accumulating and concentrating 
in the villages in Monaghan, and that there- 
fore nossibly there might be an attack. I have 
received several very anxious telegrams on that 
subject. 

On the other hand, there is a considerable 
movement of armed constables taking place 
north of the. line, and similar apprehensions 
are entertained by these in the South. 
therefore vroposed yesterday to the Northern 
and Southern Governments that there should 
be an impartial Commission set un. consisting 
of several British officers and of officers from 
the forces on either side of the border, and 
from the Northern force in the North, and in 
ihe South, Southerners—and that these .two 
Liaison Commissions should move about on each 
side of the frontier. that they should be in 
constant commvnication with each other, and 
interchange information constantly in order 
to allay suspicions which might easily arise. 

I have received from the Northern - Govern- 
went prompt and unqualified acceptance, and I 
also received from Mr. Collins to-day his full 
agreement with the proposal, which I hope will 
tend to allay the uncertainty which prevails and 
siabilise the position. (Cheers.) 


BELFAST OUTBREAK, 
_——— 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT’S 
REPORT. 


As to the question specifically put to me, 1 
have received two communieations about Bel- 
fast. The first is from the Provisional Govern- 
meyt in Ireland, that a complaint had been 
made to them of a serious character. 

Mr. Churchill read the communication as

I should like, Mr. Churchill went on, to take 

this opportunity of expressing what I know is 
the opinion of every man in every part of the 
House, and what I certainly know is the 
opinion of those who are responsible for the 
government of Northern and Southern Ireland— 
namely, that the time has come when everyone 
who had any influence of any kind or sort on 
either side of the frontier line of Northern and 
Southern Ireland ought to set to work to 
remove’ every obstacle of temporary vexation 
and quarrel which is now existing in order to 
allay this truly inhumay state of things which 
is proceeding. 
’ The greatest pressure has been put by His

I do not think that if it were forth- 
coming the Northern Government would have 
taken the very lenient course of saying that 
they would not oppose bail if it were asked for 
by these men.- That is all I have to say on that 
particular subject. 

I should like to pay my tribuie to the 
strenuous efforts Which. have been made by the

Mr. Chamberlain—Yes,  sir—(cheers)—His 
Majesty’s Government have repeatedly stated 
that in this lamentable state of affairs, it is a 
matter of urgency that the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Southern Ireland should have full legal 
power to deal with disorder within their district. 

Mr. Moles asked if Mr. Churchill had not 
seen the report of the proceedings before: the 
magistrates, in which was specifically set, out 
the number of bombs, revolvers, and ammuni- 
tion found on these persons.

THREE RETURN HOME. 


Three of the kidnapped Unionists, John An- 
derson, vetermary surgeon, Ards, Caledon; 
Joseph McManus, stationmaster, Emyvale road

O'Donnell, Fermanagh, have been released, says 
our Aughnacloy Correspondent, and arrived at 
their homes yesterday afternoon. Mr. McManus 
is looking well after his week's incarceration, 
but Mr. Anderson, on his arrival, was suffering 
from a chill. 

Mr. McManus was reticent about his ex- 
perience, but stated that after being removed 
from one centre of internment to another over 
County Monaghan, he, together with 42 other 
Northerners, was finally landed in Trim. There 
they had been for some days, and from that 
place they were released on Tuesday. 
vf Mr. Anketell Moutray, D.L.; Mr. ‘T. í 
Hadden, and other Aughnacloy, Clogher, and 
Caledon prisoners in the camp, and gave one 
the impression thaí they were all well, Mr. 
Moutray walking about with a cheery word for 
his fellow-prisoners. 

Asked as to their treatment in the camp, Mr. 
McManus remarked, “ That. is a very pointed 
question, and one which I will not answer.” He 
is hopeful that all the prisoners will be released 
before long, and believes that they will be sent 
home in batches of threes and fours. 

Mr. McManus knows nothing about his motor 
car and two bicycles which were confiscated by 
the raiders when he himself was made a 
prisoner.

It was announced in the House of 
Commons yesterday that the “ specific 
security” which Britain held against the 
credit of £2,000,000 that she has advanced 
to Austria consists of the celebrated 
Gobelin tapestries. i | 

Although many of her works of art have 
been purchased by American millionaires, 
Austria .still - possesses an unrivalled 
collection of Gobelin tapestry work. 

In the 15th century the Gobelins estab- 
lished themselves in: the Faubourg Saint 
Marcel, Paris. | 
firm discovered a peculiar kind of scarlet 
dye, and he expended so much money on 
his establishment that it became known 
as la folie Gobelin.. To the dye works 
there was added in the 16th century a 
manufactory of tapestry. So rapiélly did 
the wealth of the family increase that in 
the third generation some of them for- 
sook their trade and ‘purchased titles’ of 
nobility. i 

In 1662 the works in the Faubourg Saint 
Marcel were purchased by Colbert on 
behalf of Louis XIV, Colbert collected 
the ablest workmen in the divers arts and 
manufactures connected with the house, 
and many celebrated paintings of the old 
Italian, French, and Spanish schools were 
transferred to tapestry. The works were 
closed in 1694, but they were re-opened 
three’ years later for the manufacture of 
tapestry, chiefly for royal use and for 
presentation.

| Mr. Hilton Young, replying to.a ques-

The reign of terror continues in Belfast, 
From early morning until long after the 
Curfew hours yesterday concealed snipers 
were busy in several areas, and the police 
and military failed to find them. Bands 
of armed men raided shops and offices and 
committed at least one brutal murder. 

A nephew of Mr. Adam Duffin, a mem- 
ber of the Northern Senate, was sitting in 
his office’.t the’ New Northern Spinning 
Mill when the place was raided and he 
was shot dead. 

During the afternoon shots were fired 
in Clifton street. The 
snipers apparently were concealed in Stan- 
hope street. When the military went in 
search of them a crowd collected and 
a bayonet charge had to be ordered before

| Another bomb outrage was perpetrated

Five persons were killed during the day, 
and Ífeur died of wounds.

FOUR PERSONS WOUNDED. 

At about 9 o’clock last night a bomb was 
thrown into Garmoyle street, from Earl street 
(York street area), Fortunately, nobody was 
killed, but when the police and military arrived 
on the scene they found that four persons had 
been. seriously injured.” They were removed to 
hospital. Their names are:—Constable John 
Rourke, James Maxwell (18), 50 Trafalgar 
street; Elizabeth Ward (20), 54 North Thomas 
street ; Mary Marte, 3 Short street, and the Rev. 
James M‘Grath, C.C. 

There was serious rioting on the Old Lodge 
road during the evening. Snipers in the side 
streets fired at the police when they tried to dis- 
perse the crowds, and the rolice fired a volley. 
Some bullets crashed through the window of a 
drapery establishment, and the proprietor, Mr. 
Henry French, who was sitting at the counter 
reading a newspaper was shot through the head. 
Mr. French was a B Special, and the bullet 
which killed him came from the direction of the 
snipers. 

An entirely unprovoked attack was made on 
Charles M‘Mullan, of Sherwood street. He was 
sitting at the fireside in his own kitchen, when 
a man entered, and, without any preliminary, 
fired two shots from a reyolvér, wounding 
chest. He was taken to 


hospital. 

At Springfield road barracks there was a 
distressing accident which resulted in the death 
of Police Sergeant Eugene Ahern. 

So far as can be learned, one of the men in 
the barracks pulled the trigger of a machine- 
gun under the impression that it was empty, 
one cartridge, however, remained, and Ahern 
received a wound to which he succumbed. 


OFFICE MURDER. 


While walking along the Falls road on his way to 
work yesterday morning, a postman named 
John Neill was fired at from a side street, 
a bullet smashed his right arm and he was 
removed to the Royal Victoria Hospital. At 
about “he “time a foreman, who was on his 
way to Greeves’s mill, was “ held up ” by armed 
men who asked his religion. he said :— 
“I am not a: Roman Catholic,” one of the 
men exclaimed “ Pull the trigger.” The fore- 
‘man, however, broke away from his captors, 
and although they fired at him, he was not 
injured. 

Shortly before noon, Mr. Duffin, an apprentice 
manager in the New Northern Spinning Com- 
pany, Northumberland street, was murdered 
in cold blood while at work in the offie, Raiders 
entered the place, and, presenting revolvers at 
the staff, shot Mr. Duffin out of hand. A clerk 
was wounded. Mr. Duffin was a son of the 
late Mr. Charles Duffin, a former director of 
the Ulster Spinning Company, and a nephew 
of Mr. Adam Duffin, a member of the Senate 
of Northern Ireland. 

Sniping by concealed gunmen was prevalent 
in diffierent areas in the city throughout the 
day, and pedestrians went about their business 
at considerable risk to life. Passengers on

crowded the upper decks to avoid the bullets. 
Here and thefe, as the cars passed streets where 
bultets were flying, it was necessary to crouch 
on the floors of cars. 


FOOLHARDY CROWD. 


In the afternoon gunmen in the Stanhope 
street district directed a particularly heavy fire 
on “the people passing ge. Clifton 
street, an important § thoroughfare i 
into the centre of the city 
north. Police and military were 
to the scene, but experienced 
n. The authori- 
ties were much imped in their work. by 
crowds of curious sightseers, who congregated 
at the corners of streets careless of the risks 
that they ran. 

The military were compelled to fire over the 
heads of these people, and, as this had little 
or no effect, a bayonet charge was ordered. 
One civilian was severely wounded. 

Shooting also took place in the New Lodge 
road district, and Special Constable Hector 
Stewart received fatal injuries. 

In the York street area an attempt was made 
to raid a public-house. Two men who were on 
the roof of the premises were ordered by the 
police to come down. They refused, and the 

lice fired at them. One of the men was 

illed and the other escaped: 

There was also heavy firmg in the Old Lodge 
road locality, and four persons were admitted 
to hospital suffering from severe bullet wounds.

SECOND READING 
TO-DAY.

The second reading of the Irish Free 
State (Agreement) Bill will be moved in 
the House of Commons to-day by Mr. 
Churchill. It is expected that he will 
deal at length with the question of. the 
Ulster boundary, 

Captain Craig will: afterwards propose 
the amendment of which -notice has been 
given by the members from Northern Ire- 
land. Mr. D. D. Reid will second the 
amendment. The debate will be continued 
on Friday, and the widest discussion will 
be permitted. 

Owing to thé events of the last fort- 
night in Ireland, says the Political 
Correspondent of the Central News, a 
good many Unionist members are more 
open-minded than they were on the sub- 
ject of the Agreement. Sympathy with 
Ulster has grown steadily. No danger, 
howevér, to the Government is appre- 
hended from the division. 

When Mr. Chamberlain moved a reso- 
lution in the House of Commons yester- 
day giving precedence to Government 
business at every sitting until the end of 
the financial year, he said that the 
Government regarded the Irish Bill as of 
the utmost, urgency in the interests of 
peace and good order in Ireland. It would

TWO DUBLIN FIRES.

£1,000 MOTOR LORRY 
DESTROYED. 


Two serious outbreaks of fire occurred in the 
Rathmines district of Dublin last evening. 

The first took place in a corrugated iron shed 
in a yard at Garville avenue, Rathgar, the pro- 
perty of Messrs. Meyers and Sons, coal 
merchants. ‘It was caused by an electric wire 
fusing and setting fire to a quantity of hay, 
which was stored in the shed for packing pur- 
poses. A motor lorry valued at £1,000 was 
destroyed, and also about two tons of hay. The 
total damage is estimated at £2,000, and is 
covered by insurance. The Rathmines Fire 
Brigade, under Captain White, prevented the 
fire from spreading to other buildings in the 
vicinity. 

Whil the Brigade was engaged at this fire, a 
summons came as to another outbreak at Eaton 
square, Terenure. Here a fire had been dis- 
covered in the bathroom of Mr. R. A. Wilson's 
house. The bathroom was lined with pitch 
pine, and the fire spread with alarming rapidity. 
When the firemen arrived, the upper portion of 
the house was well ablaze, and in a few minutes 
streams of water were being poured in through 
the windows. A call was also sent to 
Dublin Brigade, and the Central Section fr 
Tara street turned out under Captain Myers. 

The residents of other houses on the same side 
of the square became alarmed, and brought as 
much of their furniture as they could move 
out on the road. Their fears were rg 
by the two Fire Brigade Captains, and they 
brought their belongings inside again. . 

Meanwhile, the Recut belonging to both 
Brigades were unceasing in their efforts, but 
they were unable to save the house, which was 
completely destroyed. The houses on both sides 
were also damaged by water. The outbreak 
was extinguished shortly before midnight.

EFFECT OF IRISH NEWS.

The immediate anxiety of the Coalition in 
the House of Commons is over the Irish Agree- 
ment Bill, of which the second reading will be 
taken to-day. The better news from Ireland— 
the announcement of Mr. Collins’s success in 
securing the release of some of the kidnapped 
Uistermen, the arrangement to establish inv 
partial Commissions to act as wards of the 
border, tho military measures taken to safe- 
guard Ulster’s rights—and aiso Mr. Churchill's 
manner of handling the delicate questions that 
arise day by day, have partially allayed the 
fears in the Unionist Party that Ulster was not 
secure. 

The state of feeling is dependent very much 
on the news of the dey, and any unfortunate 
incident on the border to-day or to-morrow 
might aggravate difficulties in the House of 
Commons. On the other hand, the arrival of 
good news would do much to facilitate the 
passage without serious opposition of the first 
measure establishing the Irish Free State.

THREE MILES LONG 
PROCESSION. 


|. Commandani Fitzpatrick, shot ai Clones Raial- 
way Station on Saturday night, was interred 
af. Drumalee, Co. Cavan, yesterday. About 
2,000 members of the I.R.A. marched in the 
procession, which formed up at Clones R.C. 
Church, after the Funeral Service. Comman- 
dant General O'Du was present, as well as 
other staff officers of the I.R.A. 

The cortége extended over a length of three 
miles. “The procession did not go by the shortest 
way, which ran for a considerable distance 
through the Northern area, but went by a 
>roundabout route of six miles through the 
Southern area. A distance of thirteen miles 
wag covered on foot by this arrangement, and 
the interment took place at dusk. 

About 200 motor cars followed in the rear of 
the procession. Mr. O'Duffy, after the firing of 
volleys over the grave, and the sounding of the 
Last Post, delivered an oration covering the 
career of the deceased, whom he described as 
one of the bravest of men, being twice wounded 
and rescued from Monaghan County Infirmary, 
where he was a prisoner under treatment.

DISCUSSION AT CANTERBURY. 
The Upper House of Convocation of Canter- 
bury yesterday, after discussing a recommenda- 
tion of the Lower House on tbe subject of the 
ministry of women, that the clause in the 
Upper House’s resolution providing that such 
ministries were intended normally for congre- 
gations of women and children should be 
elimmated, decided to adhere to the original 
motion, only one Bishop voting against. 

The Bishop of Peterborough, in moving non- 
concurrence in the suggested elimination, said 
that the matter bad caused a very keen feeling 
in the Ohurch, and the original resolution re- 
presented a reasonable i 

The Bishop of Chelmsford said that he con- 

sidered the time opportune for fuller use of 
the service of women. 
f Archbishop of Canterbury, in supporting 
the Bishop of Peterborough’s view, said that a 
large number of earnest, devout people were 
the subject. He 
thought that fhey would be wise to adhere to 
what they had decided. 

Subsequently, reconsidering the question, in 
consequence of this non-concurrence decision, 
the Lower House decided, by 70 votes to 32, 
to submit a further amendment. 

This amendment, moved by the Rev. M. E. 
Atlay, proposed that, instead of suggesting the 

imination of fle clause as a whole, the Upper 
House be invited to agree to the elimination of 
the one word “ normally.”

This 
estimate wae cnt down io a million and a 
quarter in London, and that amount was voted 
for the purposes of the second part of 
Act.
